frame of mufique is built, which matter well looked into , and pra&ifcd at fuch conuenient times, as thy lea- 
fure will afford thee, thou may eft thereby be the better able to iudge of the worthines and cxcellcncie of this 
Arte,which hath becne imbraccd.and highly commended.euen from the firft beginning therof. And although 
at the firft it feeme vnto theevery hard and difficult, yet by willing dilligence it will become eafie and pleafant: 
for as it is faid , therootcoffcienceisveriebitter.but the fruiteverie delegable andfweet. And as for theln- 
flrument it fclre.it is eafie to be played vpon,and is an Inftrument commendable and fit , either in confort or a- 
lone,and for the fingering of it, let that lufficc to inflru 3. thee that I haue faid in the preface of the Orpharion: 
Only this notcthat themanner of tuning doth a little differ from the Lute and Orpharion : Therefore to 
teach thechow to tune it, let this example fuffice that followeth. Example. 

The vfc of this example is thus. Firft begin with the countertenor wre- 
fling the ftringes higher or lower, til! they agrceinvnitieof founde , then 
come to your fmallmcanes, andftoppethemin d. wrefting the ftringes 
higher or lower, till they agree in vnitieof found with die firings of your 
countertenor open , thenitoppe your countertenor &c and make the 
treble ftringes agree in vnitie with them, then ftop your treble ftringes in d. and wrcft the ftringes of your great 
meancs higher or lower till they agree in vnitie, then ftoppe your great meanes in c. and w reft the ft tinges of 
your tenor higher or lower till they agree in vnitie, then come to your treble againe & ftoppe it in d . and the 
wrefthighcror lower the ftringes of your bafc till they likewife agree in vnitie of found, and then haue you 
donetuning, fo let this rulefuffice till experience (Vail acquaint thee howe to tunc it by care, which is the beft 
andmoftexquifitcwayof all. Thus gentle Reader hoping that thou wilt take my well mearyng in good 
'part, I bid thee farewell.
